AGRICULTURAL  MARKETING  SERVICE 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  is  essentially  a service 
and  regulatory  agency  concerned  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing 
farm  products.  Among  its  major  activities  are  fact-finding  and  find- 
disseminating.  The  Service  collects,  compiles,  summarizes,  and  inter- 
prets a great  quantity  of  statistical  data  relating  to  agriculture. 

Of  special  significance  are  the  crop  and  livestock  production  reports 
and  daily  market  news  information. 

Crop  and  livestock  production  reports  are  prepared  from  infor- 
mation supplied  by  more  than  a half  million  voluntary  crop  reporters  of 
which  some  200,000  report  monthly.  These  men  are  located  in  every 
agricultural  county.  The  material  is  assembled  by  Stake  statisticians 
in  41  field  offices  and  sent  to  Washington  for  review,  consolidation, 
and  release.  The  major  reports  are  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Loan’d  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  before  issuance. 
Estimates  of  acreage,  yield,  production,  farm  utilization,  cand  sales 
are  reported  for  more  than  100  crops.  The  dak  a also  include 
figures  on  numbers  of  livestock,  and  on  production  and  consumption  of 
dairy  and  poultry  products. 

Cold  storage,  farm  price, farm  wage  reports  arc  prepared  in 

Washington  and  are  issued  in  processed  and  press-release  form  as  com- 
pleted. Many  of  the  cold  storage  reports  arc  reissued,  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  commodity  field  offices  on  the  day  of  release  in  Washington, 
having  been  transmitted  to  the  field  offices  by  leased  wire.  Mailing 
lists  for  these  reports  also  are  maintained  in  Washington.  Annual 
statistical  reports  are  issued  for  a number  of  commodit ies • 

Market  news  reports  are  based  on  information  gathered  in  the 
principal  markets  and  producing  sections  of  the  country.  The  reports 
cover  movement,  demand,  market  supplies,  quality,  and  prices  of  live- 
stock, meats,  cotton  and  cottonseed,  wool,  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables, 
dairy  products,  poultry  products,  grain,  hay,  feed.,  and  feedstuffs, 
seeds,  tobacco , honey, peanuts , etc.  The  information,  gathered  simul- 
taneously in  many  markets,  is  transmitted  from  one  branch  office  to 
another  by  leased  wire  and  by  commercial  telegraph,  where  it  is  avail- 
able for  local  and  regional  distribution.  The  reports  are  mimeographed 
and  mailed  from  the  various  market  news  branch  offices  of  the  Service. 

Technical  research  reports  and  reports  of  special  m ark e t i ng 
studies  are  prepared  and  issued  from  Washington  in  mimeographed  and 
printed  form.  When  printed  they  appear  in  the  Department’s  series  of 
publications,  including  technical  bulletins,  circulars,  farmers’ 
bulletins,  miscellaneous  publications,  handbooks,  etc.  All  arc 
distributed  from  Washington.

FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  PRODUCT  I ON  REPORTS 


Frui t ar d Nut  C rop  Repo r t s . - S t at e statistics  on  fru.it  and  nut  crop 
production  are  included  in  the  general  crop  report  issued  about  the  10th  of 
each  month.  Reports  on  indicated  production  of  citrus  fruits  of  preceding 
year’s  "bloom  are  also  issued  about  the  10th  of  February  and  March*  Except 
for  strawberries  there  are  no  established  series  of  estimates  on  small-fruit 
product  ion. 

Summaries  of  fruit  and  nut  crop  prospects  are  issued  on  or  about  the 
15th  of  the  month  in  April,  May,  and  June.  These  reports  contain  tho  same 
general  information  as  is  contained  in  the  general  crop  report;  with  addition- 
al information  relative  to  conditions  in  important  States  not  mentioned  in  the 
general  crop  report,  and  important  producing  areas  within  States. 

Citrus  Fruits : Condition  and.  forecast  of  Production,  3:00  P.M. , 

February  9 and  March  11.  (All  other  reports  on  citrus  fruits  are  released 
with  the  General  Crop  Report) . 

Potato  and.  Sweet potato  Reports. -The  detailed  statistical  reports  on 
total  production  of  Irish  (or  white)  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes,  by  States , 
are  included  in  the  general  crop  report.  Several  special  reports  on  potatoes 
are  also  issued  during  the  year,  the  following  being  the  more  important. 

( 1)  Potato  Stocks,  J anuary  1 ♦ Intermediate  and  Late  States:  Report  on 

of  potatoes  in  37  States,  January  24.  Includes  also  estimated  utilization 
of  the  crop. 

(2)  Reports  on  Commercial  Early  Potato  Product  ion  in  19  States,  chiefly 
in  the  South  but  extending  as  far  north  as  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  and  Nebraska;  including  reports  regarding  intended  commercial 
acreage  in  successive  groups  of  States,  issued  from  October  to  March,  and 
production  reports  from  April  to  August  are  followed  by  summary  reports  for 
the  season. 


VEGETABLE  AND  TRUCK  CROP  REPORTS 

Commercial  Truck  Crops  for  Presh  Market  and  Processing — Truck  Crop 
News:  These  reports,  issued  twice  each  month,  provide  current  information 

on  progress  of  commercial  vegetable  crops,  Irish  potatoes,  strawberries, 
melons.,  and  peppermint,  in  season.

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Drive-in  Receipts  of  Livestock.-  This  report,  usually  avail- 
able in  February,  shows  the  total  roceipts  and  drive-in  receipts 
of  livestock  by  months  at  approximately  68  markets,  the  percentage 
of  drive-ins  to  the  totals,  and  tho  monthly  drive-ins  by  markets  and 
species.  Similar  data  are  shown  relative  to  17  markets  combined 
and  separately  for  a period  of  years* 


Livestock , Meads,  and  Wool  Market  Statistics  and  Ilelatod  Lata* 
An  annual  statistical  handbook,  usually  available  in  May*  Contains 
statistics  relating  to  the  livestock,  meat,  and  wool  industries,  in- 
cluding numbers,  receipts,  farm  and  market  prices  of  livestock, 
prices  of  meats,  Federal  slaughter,  cold-storage  holdings,  imports 
and  exports,  live  and  dressed  weights,  and  retail  prices  of  meats* 


TOBACCO  MAIJvST  REPORTS 
Daily  and  Weekly  Reports : 


Tobacco  Price  Reports  (By  Types) .-Market  news  reports  are 
issued  daily  and  weekly  for  several  types  of  tobacco  from  a con- 
venient central  point;  they  set  forth  the  average  prices  on  all 
grades  appearing  in  sufficient  volume  to  establish  an  average. 

These  reports  cover  all  markets  in  the  respective  type  district 
on  which  official  tobacco  grading  service  is  in  effect,  and  are' 
distributed  to  the  press,  farmers,  tobacco  buyers,  and  agricultural 
workers,  and  to  State  marketing  agencies  for  use  in  radio  broadcast 
or  for  other  means  of  distribution.  The  points  from  which  these 
reports  are  issued  are: 


Raleigh,  N.  C.  - Reporting  flue-cured  tobacco  markets  of 
Types  11  and  12  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina; 
and  fire-cured  tobacco  markets  of  Type  21  in 
Virginia. 

Florence,  S.  C.  - Reporting  flue-cured  tobacco  markets  of 
Type  13  in  South  Carolina. 

Douglas,  Ga.  - Reporting  flue— cured  tobacco  markets  of 
Type  14  in  Georgia. 

Louisville,  Ry.  - Reporting  fire-cured  tobacco  markets  of 
Types  22,  23,  and  24;  Burley  markets,  Typo  31; 
dark  air-cured  markets,  Type  36;  all  in  Kentucky, 
Tennessee,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio* 

In  addition  to  the  regular  daily  and  weekly  reports,  special 
daily  reports  are  issued  from  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  and  Abing- 
don, Virginia,  covering  the  tobacco  sold  on  these  markets  only.

Stocks  of  Leaf  Tob acoo  in  the  Hands  of  Dealers  and  Manu- 
facturers These  rexjorts  give  the  nunoer  of  pounds  of  leaf 
tobacco  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  segregated  by 
types,  by  unstenmed  and  stemmed,  and  by  broad  divisions  of  quality. 

Two  additional  designations  are  provided  for  "scrap"  and  "nondescript." 
Stocks  on  the  island  of  Puerto  Eico  are  included.

The  broadcasts  cover  crop,  and  livestock  reports, . cold  storage  hold- 
ings, farm  prices  and  farm  employment,  and  dinar  inf crmr.t ion,  from  the 
Service*  These  reports  are  usually  presented  either  on  the  day  of 
release  or  'the  following  d ay*  Special  broadcasts  deeding  with  market- 
ing and  market  facilities,  and  other  bureau  activities  are  also  pre- 
sented from  time  to  time.  The  National  Harm  and  Home  H0ur  is  carried 
daily  by  more  than  90  stations. 

■ Swing  of  the  Markets,  a.  part  of  the  Harm  and  H0me  K0ur,  is 

a 3 to  4 minute  daily  broadcast  of  news  from  the  principal  farm  mar- 
kets, It  presents  terminal  market  high  lights  for  a. number  of  the 
major  farm  products,  including  cotton,  butter,  eggs.,  potatoes,  hogs, 
cattle,  lambs,  wheat,  and  corn,  and  seasonal  information  from  produc- 
ing areaSf  It  is  intended  to  serve  as  a guide  to  market  trends* 

Regional'  Networks*-  General  economic  information  and  daily  mar- 
ket reports  are  provided  to  the  Pacific  Coa.st  -and  Rocky  Mountain  Stales 
through  the  Western  Perm  and  Home  Hour  from  San  Francisco*  Six  sta— 
tions  in  4 States  carry  this  program*  Similar  information  is  sent  to 
New  England  listeners  through  daily  programs  originating  in  Boston; 
tho  Now  England  programs'  are  carried  direct  by  11  radio  stations 
and  circularised  through  13  additional  stations  in  this  area,* 

Spot  and  Local  Broadcast ing*-  Market  news  broadcasts,  carried 
by  stations  serving  local  areas,  consist -principally  of  information 
supplied  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.  These  reports  are 
in  most  instances  provided,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  Service* s 
branch  offices*  Some  market  reports  are  broadcast  by  remote  control 
direct  from  wholesale  markets,  others  from  the  main  studio  of  radio 
stations*  Some  reports  are  supplied  to  nearby  radio  stations  by 
messenger  and  telephone*  Most  of  tho  more  distant  stations  are 
supplied  through  press  associations  and  by  telegraph*  The  press 
associations  are  providing  sectional,  regional,  and  local  distri- 
bution for  an  increasing  quantity  of  market  news , crop  and  live- 
stock reports,  and  other  information  originating  in  the  Service.

" Cro p s and  Marke t s " is  a printed  monthly  publication  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  It  carries  the  monthly  crop  report,  and 
market  statistics  on  livestock,  meats,  wool,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
grain,  feed  and  seed,  and  cotton.  Included  are  prices  received  by 
farmers,  information  on  agricultural  income,  and  special  material  of  a 
marketing  and  economic  nature.  Distribution  is  limited  by  public 
resolution  57  to  Department  employees,  staff  members  of  agricultural 
colleges,  cooperators,  agricultural  libraries,  and  the  press.  Copies 
may  be  obtained  regularly  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government 
Printing  Office,  at  a subscription  price  of  $1  per  year  (foreign  rate  $1.50) 

"MARKETING-  ACTIVITIES" 

"Marketing  Activities"  is  a processed  publication  issued  about  the 
tenth  of  each  month.  It  is  designed  to  keep  marketing  officials  and  market- 
ing specialists — and  the  general  public- — informed  as  to  current  service, 
technical  research,  and  related  projects  in  the  field  of  marketing.  It 
carries  signed  articles  dealing  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing — 
standardization,  inspection,  packing,  grading,  labeling,  handling,  market

A description  of  each  case  on  which  action  has  been  taken  during  the  month 
preceding  the  date  of  issue  is  prepared  in  popular  style  for  general  reader 
consumption.  These  descriptions  are  followed  by  items  of  general  interest, 
including  a statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and  deposted  during  the 
month.  A tabular  statement  shows  new  dockets  issued  and  dockets  on  which 
some  action  has  been  taken. 

"COTTON  LITERATURE" 

Cotton  Literature  - Selected  References  is  prepared  each  month  in  the 
Library  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
and  the  Bureaus  of  Plant  Industry,  and  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  The 
purpose  of  this  mimeographed  publication  is  to  select  from  the  mass  of 
current  literature  on  cotton  those  books  and  articles  the,t  are  of  interest 
to  workers  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  to  bring  them  promptly  to 
the  attention  of  these  workers . It  is  distributed  to  Government  officials, 
libraries,  workers  in  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  and 
other  institutions,  and  individuals  who  can  show  a need  for  it. 
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RELATED  REPORTS 

Situation  Reports-—*  on  wheat,  cotton,  feed  grains,  livestock, 
wool,  dairy,  poultry  and  eggs,  fruit,  vegetables,  tobacco,  and  fats 
and  oils—  are  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  These 
monthly  and  periodic  reports  are  designed  to  give  a rather  complete 
picture  of  the  supply,  demand,  and  price  situation  for  the  respective 
commodities.  Crop  and  market  data  compiled  by  the  Agricultural  Market 
ing  Service  are  used  extensively  in  the  preparation  of  these  reports. 

Monthly  farm  income  reports  also  o„re  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.  Two  monthly  reports  are  issued:  (l)  Esti- 
mate of  Cash  Income  from  Marketings,  United  States—  by  major  groups 
of  commodities;  and  (2)  Receipts  from  the  Sales  of  Principal  Farm 
Products  by  States. 

Requests  for  Situation  and  Income  reports  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Agricultural  Situation  is  a printed  publication  issued 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  about  the  10th  of  each  month. 
Its  brief  articles  deal  with  current  economic  problems  of  agriculture. 
Free  distribution  is  limited  to  U»  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or 
State  college  w orkers  or  ccoperators,  to  agricultural  libraries,  and 
the  press.  Others  may  obtain  it  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
Government  Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.,  at  a subscription 
price  of  25  cents  a yean  (foreign  rate  of  45  cents). 

The  Annual  Agricultural  Outlook  Report,  usually  available  in 
November,  brings  together  all  available  facts  to  assist  producers  in 
making  their  production  and  marketing  plans  for  the  coming  year.

The  machinery  for  regulating  the  relations  of  producers  and 
dealers  is  set  tip  under  a number  of  specific  Acts  of  Congress*  In 
all,  tho  activities  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  involve 
the  administration  of  17  specific  statutes,  among  then  tho  Cotton 
Standards  Act,  Cotton  futures  Act,  Grain  Standards  Act,  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act,  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  Standards 
Container  Acts,  Produce  Agency  Act,  Export  Apple  and  Pear  Act, 

Dairy  Exports  Act,  Tobacco  Inspection  Act,  Warehouse  Act,  and 
Federal  Seed  Act*  Among  these  statutes  there  are  also  certain 
market  ’’service*1  acts  — Cotton  Grade  and  Staple  Statistics  Act, 
Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act,  Peanut  Statistics  Act,  Wool 
Standards  Act,  and.  the  Tarn  Products  Inspection  Act  as  provided 
for  in  annual  agricultural  appropriation  acts* 

Packers  and  St ockyards * - 1 nd i v i dual  do ck e t s on  violations 
under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  are  mimeographed  for  release 
to  those  interested.

Pr int  e d Pub lie  at ions.-  Reports  covering  various  phases  of 
the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  and  printed  in  the 
regular  series  of  publications  of  the  Department  arc  listed,  in  a 
separate  circular  entitled  ’’Printed  Publications  — Agricultural 
Marketing  Service.”  This  mimeographed  circular  nay  be  had  upon 
application  to  the  Marketing  Information  Section,  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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Standardization*  grading,  and  inspection  of  farm  products  are 
among  the  principal  functions  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service* 
The  chief  value  of  uniform  grading  is  to  provide  a oasis  for  merchant 
dising  according  to  quality  — it  provides  a uniform  yardstick  by 
which  to  measure  gradations  in  quality,  a gauge  to  serve  as  the  basis 
for  buying  and  selling* 

Standards  have  been  established  for  grain,  cotton,  tobacco, 
livestock,  meats,  57  of  the  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  for  many 
other  farm  products*  Some  of  these  standards  are  mandatory  if  the 
products  are  sold  by  grade  and  shipped  in  interstate  or  foreign 
commerce.  This  is  true  for  grain  and  cotton*  In  contracts  for 
futures,  standards  for  grain,  cotton,  butter,  wool  tops  and  po tat o os 
are  mandatory*  The  use  of  standards  for  most  other  commodities  is 
voluntary. 

Inasmuch  a,s  the  standard’s  for  farm  products  must  cover  signi- 
ficant gradations  in  quality  they  .are  net  like  the  minimum  standards 
established  under  the  Pood,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act*  They  must  go 
further.  They  must  differentiate  the  full  range  of  commercial  quality 
in'  a supply  to  afford  a basis  of  trading  in  all  qualities  of  the 
product. 

The  inspection  service  is  availa.ble  on  many  farm  products 
in  most  of  the  principal  producing  areas  or  receiving  centers, 
or  in  other  convenient  locations.  Grading  and  inspection,  vary- 
ing in  extent  as  betv/een  the  commodities,  is  conducted  on  both 
fresh  and  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
means,  wool,  grain,  hay,  beans,  rice,  cotton,  tobacco,  peanuts, 
pecans,  walnut s , honey , maple  simp,  and  other  products.  In  the 
cane  of  meats,  poultry,  eggs,  and  butter,  programs  have  beer- 
developed  for  carrying  the  official  grade  designation  through  the 
trade  channels  to  the  consumer*
